THEN THE STORY CAME OUT AS 
TO THE REASON WHY. 


Dausman Had Been Visiting Mrs. 
Lehnhardt, It Was Alleged, and 
the Husband Took the Law 
Into His Own Hands. 


Dr. Harry lL, Dausman, who lives at 1110 
Choteau avenue, and has an office in the 
Oriel Building, was thrashed on the street 
Sunday night by August F. Lehnhardt of 
1141 Morrison avenue for paying attentions 
to the latter’s wife. 

The doctor and his assailant were defend- 
ants in the Second District Police Court 
Monday and the injured physician was 

ssessed costs in both cases, while Lehn- 
bardt was absolved of blame by the court. 

The thrashing occurred on Pendleton 
avenue, a few doors from No, 16517, where 
Mrs. Lehnhardt resides. The combat vre- 
ated great excitement in the neighborhood 
and brought everybody out of doors ex- 
cept Mrs. Lehnhardt. 

it appears tnat a greater cause of sur- 
prise taan the fight even for the neighbors, 
Was the discovery during the fignt tnat 
the physician was not wrs. Lennhardt’s 
husband. 

it 1s aileged that he had been so regard- 
eu since Mrs. Lennhardt moved intyu the 
heighborhood, about two months ago, and 
it is said that he was popularly supposed 
to be a traveing man, who did not get to 
St. Louis and his wifes home oftener than 
once or twice a week. 

The facts are that Mr. and Mrs. Lehn- 
hardt separated six months ago on account 
of a serious difference of opinion as to 
what reiatign the doctor should stand in 
towards Mrs. Lehnharat. 

The husband ascertained the erroneous 
Opinion that existed in the neighborhood of 
his wife’s residence concerning Mr. Lehn- 
hardt, and began a personal investigation 
with the purpose of clearing the, seeming 
mystery about his own identity. 

A result of this investigation, he charged 
in court, was the discovery of Dr. Dausman 
coming out of his wife’s nome with a beer 
pitcher at about 10 o'clock gery | night. 

Mr. Lehnhardt hailed the doct@r, so the 
eviaence adduced showed. The latter 
struck him with the pitcher. But that was 
ail the doctor did in the fight. Lehnhardt 
is a man of muscle, and he thought he was 
in the right.

ed not the cries. 

He stood off and punched 
fighter several seconds 

‘punches. 

The doctor yelled lustily and tried to use 
the pitcher, but Lennhardt evaded the biows 
and tallied every time he struck out. These 
facts were given the Post-Dispatch by eye 
witnesses and were also related in court. 

Then Lehnhardt cl.nehned and threw the 
doctor down. He cl.mbed on top of the 
medico and pounded him about the face and 
chest: A circie of men, women and boys 
was about the combatants, or the combat- 
ant and his vict.m.

Lehnhard informed the crowd, while he 
continued to pound the prostrate doctor, and 
the latter continued to yell. None sougat to 
interfere after Lehnharat’s brief cxplana- 
tion, and it the belief of the neighbor- 
hood that Lehnhardt would have been sull 
beating the doctor if a policeman had not 
happened along. The policeman was Special 
Ofiicer Williams of the Tenth District, who 
arrested both men. 

The doctor was badly damaged. He bied 
from many abrasions and his head acheu. 
Lehnhardt sustained one cut—where the 
pitcher struck him. Both men were vaiied 
out soon after being locked up. Care was 
taken to not release them at the same time, 
for Lehnhardt declared that he was not 
yet satisfied. 

Dr. Dausman’s wife committed suicide 
about a year ago on accotnt of family un- 
happiness. The doctor was family physician 
to the Lehnhardts. The Lehnhardts sympa- 
thized with the bereaved doctor. They 
moved into the latter's house on Chouteau 
avenue and boarded him. otto 

This arrangement had not continued long 
when the difference of opinion arose be- 
tween husband and wife as to what form 
the latter’s sympathy for the doctor should

Lehnhardt held that, accompanying the 
doctor to ihe matinee, was hot a necessary 
exhibition of sorrow on the part of either 
of them.

Well, the Lehnhardts moved away and 
jeft the doctor to his loneliness—for a time. 
Lehnhardt declared that his wife averrea 
she was not acting Christian-like in thus 
deserting an old friend of the family in 
his hour of misery and solitude. 

Lehnhardt teok exceptions to this posi- 
tion and again opinions clashed. Husband 
and wife separated, the latter going to live 
at 4414 Evans averue and the former to the

Tales of doings at the Evans avenue flat 
reached the husband's ears. He was sup- 
porting his wife, despite their separation, 
and he, respecting her, counted the tates 
as idie gossip. But later, when he learned 
that ‘his wife had again moved, and when 
stories about an alleged Mr. Lehnhardt 
being an occasional visitor at the new aAd- 
dress reached him he began the investiga- 
tion which terminated in the fight.

Accident From a Falling Sign Which 
Threatened a Man’s Life —Phy- 
sicians Have Made Him 
“Good as New.”’ 


There is a man at the City Hospital With a 
broken back. He will not only get well, 
but when he leaves the hands of the doc- 
tors he will have a spine as Straight a5 any 
man’s and his strength will be ag great as 
it was before he was injured. 

Superintendent Nietert and Dr. Babler are 
confident his recovery will be complete if he 
doves his part in following their directions 
and their operation will demonstrate that a 
broken spine need not make its victim a 
hunchback. 

The object of this interesting sctentific ex- 
periment is William Frehland of 18 South 
Kleventh street who was injured in an ac- 
cident at the Columbia Theater Sunday. 

k‘rehland and Henry Schurk were *anging 
a heavy sign at the entrance of t!.e theater 
when the tackle slipped and the sign fell 
to the pavement, carrying Frehland with it. 

Frehiand was picked up unconscious and 
taken to the City Dispensary, where it was 
found that his ninth and tenth vertebrae 
were disiocated. His spine was bent at an 
angie of 45 degrees at the point ©° disloca- 
tion and the injury to the spina! cord had 
caused paralysis. 

The patient was hurried to the City —— 
pital. Dr. N:etert saw at on@e tht hero 
measures were necessary, if’ not to save 
freh.and’s life, at least to prevent him 
from being a cr.pple for life. 

Mhe stili unconscious man was carried to 
the operating room. A harness of stout 
leather was rigged from the ceiling. At- 
tached to it was a collar and a pair of 
Straps. The coltar was fastened about the 
patient’s neck and the ‘straps passed under 
his arms. The harness was then pulled taut 
until Frehland was suspended in mid-air. 

Drs. Nietert and Babier then set to work 
to set the broken spine. After locating the 
break they pressed the dislocated verte- 
brae into place. As the bones shifted back 
into place a strange thing happened. Freh- 
land, who hung l.mp and apparently life- 
less, suddenly regained consciousness. The 
instant the pressure on the spinal cord was 
relieved, nerve communication’ with the 
brain was re-established. 

As he hung there Frehland showed. re- 
markable nerve. He never once complained 
of pain, but he begged the doctors to do all 
in their power to prevent him from being 
a cripple. After the bones were set Freh-

Patients with injuries of this kind 
as a rule either die or go thfough life de- 
formed.”’ 

His 
brother, August, a giant like himself, was 
a mesnber of the volunteer army and after 
being mustered out re-enlisted in'the regu- 
lars and is now in the Philippines,

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CONVICT'S OATH 
AEVENGE 


Frank Beard Brutally Beat 
Frank Hodges. 


HATRED CHERISHED SIX YEARS. 


HODGES HAD BEEN A WITNESS 
AGAINST BEARD. 


Lived in Terror of Beard’s Return 
From the Penitentiary and Al- 
most a Tragedy Resulted 
From Their Meeting. 


Frank Beard, ex-convict, nurtured re- 
venge so long and so well that he all but 
killed a man to satisfy that passion Sun- 
day nigat. 

Beard waited six years for an opportunity 
to “get even’ with Frank Hodges, and 
when they met Beard clubbed him into in- 
Sensibility and was only prevented by oth- 
ers from killing iim. 


Beard was sent to the penitentiary in 1893 
to serve three years for complicity in a 
murder. Hodges was the chief witness for 
the State anu 4t was his testimony that 
sent beard. to prison. 

W hen Beard Was leaving the courtroom 
after his conviction he declared that he 
would kill Hodges when his term of servi- 


tude should end. 

Within the walls of the penitentiary 
Beard nursed his’ hatred of Hodges. He, 
imprisoned though he was, made miserable 
the life of the free man against whom he 
craved vengeance. 

fiodges lived in fear. He knew that Beard 
wouid Keep his oath of murder and he con- 
Stantiy felt the presence of the convict’s 
tnreat and never knew what moment the 
physical self of the Nemesis would appear, 

Prison walls were no protection against 
the terror of living under such conditions. 
Hodges feared tnat Beard might escape. 
And then there was the certainty of his re- 
lease in three years. 

Beard was reieased almost three years 
ago. Hodges read of the convict’s dis- 
charge and trembled. He went about for 
days and days in continua] apprehension of 
instant and terrible death. 

He felt that it wouid be useless for him 
to run or hide, the meeting with the man 
who had sworn to kill him was inevitable, 
and he would let the fates determine when 
the meetipg should be. 

Months siipped by without bringing the 
men together. Hodges studiously avoided 
the haunts of Beard. He hearfl not a thing 
about the latter subsequent to his release 
from prison. When nearly three years had 
past without a meeting Hodges became to 
éradually dispell the awful apprehension 
that seized him when news of Heard's dis- 
oharge reached ‘him. But he continued on 
the alert. 

Hodges lives at 7210 Lanham avenue, in 
Ellendale. He came into town Sunday 
night to atttend a theater. After the per- 
formance Hodges took a Stroll.about town. 

About midnight he chanced to be in the 
vicinity of Washington avenue’ and 
Twelfth street and went into a saloon at 
the southwest corner. He took a drink and 
went out. He passed out the door on the 
Washington avenue side of the saloon. — 

That corner is well lighted, but awnings 
threw shadows on it. 

A man was standing in one of: these 

Hodges emerged from the 


shadows when 

saloon. As Hodges stepped out, the man 
stepped from the shadow. His face came 
under the rays from the swinging arc 
lamp. 

Hodges halted abruptly and uttered a 
Startled cry. The man who came out of 
the shadow was Frank Beard. 

Beard may have hissed, “I’ve waited 
years for this chance,”’ or something equal- 
iy melodramatic, but Hodges does not re- 
member it. 

Hodges was so seriously injured 
he does not remember all the details of 
the encounter. He related the story as 
best he could tto the Post-Dispatch Mon- 
day morning at the City Hospital. 

“When I recognized Beard I felt that 
my life’s end was at hand,’’ he said. “I 
had not thought of him for several days 
and he appeared before me like an avenger 
from some other sphere. I dé not know 
what I did except to obey the natural im- 
pulse to stop and cry out in my fear. 

“I do not remember what he said. 1 
know that he said something and I know 
that the light of murder was in his eyes 
when he rushed at me, for 1 can see them 
Shining here in my cell. 

‘“*He held a club above his head when he 
rushed at me. I1 think it must have been 
a baseball bat--that was what he kilied 
the other man with. He struck me on the 
head and I dropped. I arose and again he 
knocked me down. 
self. I could not ward off the blows. It 
seemed there were a great Many men 
about me, but none would help me. 

“I do not remember the end, or when 
he went away. In fact, the only thing I 
remember distinctly is that I met Frank 
Beard and was so terror-stricken at the 
sight that I wanted him to shoot and kill 
me at once and end the awful apprehen- 


sion. 
“Now. that it is over and I may live 1 
am glad that I met him, for surely he is 
satisfied and wants no further revenge. | 
can now live in peace. The price I shall 
pay in suffering is freely given for rid- 
dance of the existence I led during the 
past six years, which was so terrible I can 
not describe it.’’ 

Hodges was picked up unconsclous near 
where he says he was attacked by Beard 
He was bleeding from cuts on the head and 
his face was unre ‘Ognizable for the bruises. 

He was carried into the house at 1210 
Washington avenue, where a futile attempt 
to revive him was made. From there he 
was sent to the City Hospital. 

His skull! is not fractured, but he has @ 
dozen scalp wounds. Both eyes are closed 
and his face is blue. Delirium was one 
result of Hodges’ Jexpertence. He was 
placed in a cell inthe observation ward 
after his wounds were. dressed. 

The case in which Hodges testified against 
Beard was the Ashley Tones murder case. 
Ashley Jones, a wealthy lumber merchaht 
of Arkansas, was robbed and beaten itv 
death in the saloon operated by John 
Thomas Brady, at 1226 Pine street. Brady, 
Beard and a man named Berhard were ijn- 
dicted for the murder. The cases against 
Bernard and Brady were noile prossequied. 
Beard went to trial. Hodges was the chief 
witness. He was in the sdloon and saw 
the man killed. He (testified that Beard 
struck the man. Beard was sentenced to 
three years in the penitengiary for man- 
slaughter.

WAS ALL GONE 
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John Schaez Strangled Him- 
self to Death. 


ONCE A RICH COUNTY MAN. 


COULD NOT SUPPLY HIS FAMILY 
WITH COMFORTS. 


After a Trip With His Daughter Into 
the City He Grew Melancholy 
and Hanged Himself. to 
a Rafter. 


John Schaez of Orville, St. Louis County, 
while recovering from the influences of 
drink he had occasionally used to soothe 
his depressed spirits Guring the years that 
his fortune has been waning, arose from 
his bed at midnight, donned his clothes, 
walked out in the rear yard to his barn 
and hung himself. 

The lifeless body was found Sunday morn- 
ing by his son, Honus Schaez. It was dang- 
ling from the end of a rope attached to 
a rafter. His neck was not broken and 
Schaez died from strangulaeion. 

This makes the fifth case of self-de- 
struction that has occurred in Meramec 
Township since the epidemic of suicides in- 
fested tnat section of St. Louis County 
about five months ago. The others wiw 
ended their lives were Fred Hagemeyer, 
aang Hyperts, John L. Durr and Fred C. 
Sllert. 

John Schaez was one of the oldest and 
best known residents of St. Louis County. 
He had a large family, consisting of a wife 
and eight children. At one time he was 
wealthy and owned property in various 
ions of the county. Years ago his abil- 
ity at financiering began:to fail him and 
ail his dealings resulted in loss. He was 
eventually reduced to such straits that he 
was compelled to support his family by 
truck gardening on his little piece of 
ground at Orville and he carried his pro- 
ducts to market himself. 

He went to St. Louis Saturday with a 
wagon load of produce which he disposed 
of at small figures. He took his young 
lady daughter with him. She is pretty 
and in the city she saw many things in 
the way of handsome clothes and the like 
for which her y4ung heart yearned. Schaez 
loved his daughter more than anything 
else on earth and it grieved him that she 
should want for so many things he could 
not provide. He must have got to drink- 
ing in town, for when neighbors saw him 
in the wagon on the Way home his head 
was resting on his daughter’s shoulder, as 
if he were asleép,-a2:id the young girl was 
driving the wagon. 

He and the others of the family went to 
bed early that night, as was their cus- 
tom. Twice Schaez arose, dressed himself 
and went out of the house, and twice he 
returned and went to bed again. He fre- 
quently did this at night, and his wife 
thought nothing strange of it. A third 
time he went out. The clock had struck 
12 a short time before. He went out to the 
stable, where he securely fastened one end 
of a rope about the rafter and the other 
around his neck. He stood on a window 
sill, which was high enough to prevent 
his feet from striking the ground when he 
jumped. He jumped and Sunday morning 
he was found dead. How long the agony 
of the strangulation endured no one knows, 

Squire William \iGuekes viewed the body, 
declared that death resulted from suicide 
and the remains were laid to rerst Mon- 
mf morning. John Schaez was 60 years 
old,

LONDON, Oct. 23.—The Parliamen- 
tary Secretary of the War Office, Mr. 


George Wyndham, made a statement in 
the House of Commons to-day, saying: 

“Lord Wolsely sums up the position in 
Natal, early this morning, as follows: 

“In the battle of Elandslaagte, Oct. 21, 
two guns were captured from the Boers, 
who lost heavily. 

“A large column of the enemy ap- 
peared advancing from the north and 
west on Gen. Yule, who consequently had 
fallen back from Dundee and was con- 
centrating at Glencoe Juction. In this 
operation we gathered in the wounded and 


medical attendants were left at Dundee. 
“Gen, White was in position at Lady- 
smith and is being re-enforced from Pie- 
termaritzburg. ° 
“The enemy appears to be in large nu- 
merical superiority.” 

This official statement indicates that 
the Boers are not only not beaten, but

“At 11:45 a. m. the firing had almost 
ceased, and our infantry were over the wall 
in a twinkling and rushing toward the 
plateau at the base of the top or secondary 
ridge. The defense by the Boers was most 
determined, the enemy again and again 
pouring a long fusilleade fire into the Brit- 
ish ranks. which was hotly returned in 
well directed volleys by the slowly ddvanc- 
ing Dublin Fusiliers and King’s Royal 
Rifles. 

“A large body of Boers, driven from 
Smith’s Hill, took refuge in a cattle kraal, 
intending a cross fire. The Thirteenth Bat- 
tery opened fire, however, and poured in 
such a hail of bullets as to cause them to 
shift their position. "Thus far the enemy 
has displayed undoubted courage. perhaps 
unequaled by the best European troops. 
The Boers have stood up to our scattering 
artillery fira with the greatest determina- 
tion. On Talana Ridge, standing clearly 
out on the sky line, they still appeared 
unbeaten and defiant. The fight had now 
raged six and a half hours, when the Six- 
ty-ninth Battery was ordered to limber up 
and advance. The battery galloped into a 
new position in splendid form, and was in 
action at the front in a moment. 

“So effective was the apparent result of 
this close range firing that the Thirteenth 
Battery was at once ordered up, and after 
two rounds from each battery perfect si- 
lence reigned over the enemy’s front, 
broken only by the whirring of the Max- 
ims, served by the Dublin Fusiliers, who 
had secured an excellent position to the 
right. During a momentary cessation the 
Boers had taken up a position on a hill to 
the right of the road leading to Maina 
Colliery, but the Thirteenth Battery soon 
opened fire on them and compelled them 
to retire. 

“Meanwhile, the two infantry battalions 
continued to climb the hill, and at 1:30 p. 
m., after eight hours of desperate fighting, 
the position was carried,the Boers ,having 
precipitately evacuated the hill. Thus what 
had commenced with a battle at Dundee 
ended in a glorious victory for British arms 
at what must be known as the battle of 
Talana Hill.”’

THE FIGHT AT ELANDSLAAGTE 


The Second Batile Proved Dicastrous to 
the Men of the Trans- | 
vaal. 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—The second battle 
With the Boer forces took place at Blands- 
laagte, south of Talana Ridge, on the rail- 
way between Glencoe and Ladysmith, The

“At 3:30 p.m. our guns took a position on 
400 yards from the Boers, whose 
guns at once opened fire.

“The Boer guns, although often temporar- 
ily silenced, invariably opened fire again on 
the slightest opportunity, and were served 
with great courage. After severe fighting 
our infantry carried the position. At 6:30 
p. m., this was accomplished, the enemy 
standing his ground to the last with cour- 
age and tenacity. The Fifth Lancers and a 
squadron of the Fifth Dragoon Guards 
charged three times through the retreating 
Boers in the dark, doing considerable exe- 
cution. 

“We captured the Boer camp, with tents, 
wagons, horses and also two guns. The 
Boer losses were very considerable, includ- 
ing a number of wounded and unwounded 
Among the former are Gen, Jan 
Kock and Piet Joubert, a nephew of Com- 
mandant-General Joubert. 

“One goods train, with supplies for Glen- 
coe camp, and nine Engiish prisohers, were 
recovered. Our loss, I regret to say, Was 
heavy. It is roughly computed at 150 killed 
and wounded. The collection of the 
wounded over a large area in the dark and 
the arrangements for sending them in have 
thus far oceupied our time and attention. 
A full list will go to you later. 

“Our wounded and those of the enemy are 
now arrived by train. fesides Boers, we 
have many Hollanders, Germans and pris- 
oners of mixed nationalities. The behavior 
of our troops and of the colonial forces was 
admirable.”

ran out, and the British mounted infantry, 
entering the place, released the English 
prisoners. : 

The Boers, numbering some 1600 men, with 
their guns, occupied a commanding pos!- 
tion. They poured euch a well-directed fire 
in the British and their scouts were 80 ac- 
tive that the British force steadily retired 
until reinforcements arrived, when the 
mounted infantry went to drive the Boer 
scouts from the ridge on the right. A large 
force of mixed cavalry, in the meanwhile, 
swept over the plain and up the hill on 
the right. 

The Lancers met with a heavy fusillade, 
while on: the left a British battery opened 
fire with good effect. The British infantry, 
who had debarked from the railway train 
in the interim, advanced steadily over the 
plain and up the rocky ridges previously 
cleared by the cavalry. The Boer artillery 
dropped shrapnel into the advancing col- 
umns. but the British finally scaled the 
hill, whence they overlooked the te val- 
ley to three rocky hills forming the*boers 
position, their camp being in the center. 

‘On the left center the Boers had a bat- 
tery of three large guns. The smaller 
hills were also strongly held. On the Boer 
right was the station in a valley on the 
British left. The latter's cavalry was on 
both flanks, and a battery on the right 
was busy throwing shrapnel at the Boers 
batteries. 

The British infantry formed for the at- 
tack in extended order, behind the brow of 
a hill, the Devonshires on the left, with 
four companies of the Manchesters and 
some of the Gordons on the right. 

At about 5 p. m. the Infantry advanced 
through the valley as steadily as on a field 
day. Half way down the siope they meta 
terrific infantry and artillery fire and the 
men fell rapidly and the wounded were car- 
ried to the rear’ But in spite of the steady 
work of the Boer guns and the sharpshoqgt@ 
ers concealed behind iy rocks, the increas- 
ing fire of the advancing British infantry 
eradually gained the upperhand and the 
Manchesters and Gordons, edging towards 
the right, gained the top of the ridge, thus 
outflankinge the enemy's left. 

At 6 the bugles sounded the “charge,”’ and 
the British swept ahead, The Boers fought 
to the last, only attempting to escape when 
further fighting was hopeless. . 

In the meantime, the Devonshires, press- 
ing steadily up the left, were strongly op- 
posed at the Boer camp and from the flank- 
ing hills, but they carried both at the 
charge, with wild cheers and bugie blasts. 

Gy 7 o’clock the British had gained the 
position and “Cease fire’ was sounded. 

Three 12-pounder Nordenfeldts were cap- 
tured, witlf quantities of munitions. 

The Boer dead and wounded: among .the 
rocks were numerous and were attended to, 

Gen. French thanked the troops on the 
fields, especially mentioning Col. lan Ham- 
iiten’s splendid handling of*the infantry. 

The British bivouacked on the captured 
position Saturday night. : Some estimates 
place the Boer losses at 500 men, but this 
is probably exaggerated. 

Col. Scoit-Chisholm, the only British of- 
ficer killed. was formerly attached to the 

Ninth Lancers. He served with distinc- 
tion in the Afghan war and organized the 
present Imperial Light Horse, a majority of 
whom are refugees from the Rand. 

The death of Gen Viljoen is a severe blow 
to the burghers and the death of Gen. Kock 
and the capture of Gen. Pretorius will 
handicap the movements of this column. 

Aceoraing to advices from Durban, Natal, 
the Boers have entered Zululand, a large 
column advancing towards Meloth.

WELLL PLANS — FAILED 


From Three Sides at the 
Same Time. 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—Gen. Joubert had laid 
his plans well to annihilate the British 
force under Gen. White, but they miscar- 
ried by the inactivity of the commanders 
of two of his columns. ! 

Joubert contemplated a simultaneous at- 


tack on Glencoe by three different col- 
umns, aggregating 9000 burghers. The first 
column, under Gen. Erasmus, left the great 
Boer camp, on the Ingagane River, and 
halted at Hattingspruit, on the main road 
between Baunhausen and Glencoe, on 
Thursday. The second column, which was 
the largest and most powerful, was com- 
manded by Gen. Lucas Meyer. This col- 
umn made a long detour and took up a 
position on Smith’s Hill, commanding the 
Glencoe camp. The third column, consist- 
ing chiefly of Free State burghers, under 
Commandant Viljoen, marched from 
Waschbank, on the railway south of Glen- 
coe. This last column destroyed railroad 
and telegraphic service communication 
between Glencoe and Ladysmith. 
Gen. Jonbert’s instructions were that 
Gen. Erasmus should lure the whole Brit- 
ish force on the northern road toward 
Hattingspruit While the British were en- 
gaged in the apparently easy task of de- 
stroying Gen. Erasmus’ forces, Viljoen and 
Meyer would attack their flank and rear 
and annihilate them. The plan of the Boe® 
failed, however. They lost telegraphi= 
touch between the three columns, which 
proceeded regardless of time, with the re- 
sult that Gen. Meyer precipitated battle 
before the column from Hattingspruit was 
even in striking distance, while Command- 
ant Viljoen was a long way south. 

Thus Meyer’s 4000 men with six guns bore 
the chief brunt of the battle. With the 
other Boer columns in view, only half of 
Gen. Symons’ 4000 men attacked the _ hill, 
the remainder being in position behind the 
camp watching events. After two and a 
half hours’ fighting advanced detachments 
of the Hattingsprult column were seen lin- 
ing the hill west of the camp. A battery 
behind the camp opened fire and made good 
ractice, scattering the Boers. Thus the 
lattingspruit column really did not get 
inte the action except as it was fired upon 
by the artillery, and later when it came 
in contact with the Hussars and mounted 
infantry, whlo were pursuing Gen. Meyer’s 
column as the Boers fled from the hill. 


BOER LINE OF DEFENSE 


If Driven Back They Will Hold the 
Passes of Drakenberg Moun- 
tains. 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—The best opinions do 
not credit the reports that the Boers are 
suing for peace or that they are likely to 
yield at present, though they think the 
Boers will probably retreat to their lne 
of defense in the mountain passes of Laing’s 
Nek and Brakenburg, where they have 
blocked the passes with great boulders and 
masses of rock blown up on either side, 
and there, if they so desire, they would be 
able to hold out until the advance of Major- 
General Sir Redvers-Buller through the 
Orange Free State compel them to leave the 
Natal side to meet the invasion of the 
south.

MAJ. HOWARD’S DEATH DUE TO 
FILIPINO TREACHERY. 


ON A LAUNCH IN RIO GRANDE. 


‘Concealed Insurgents Killed the Quar- 
termaster and Wounded Two of 
7 His Clerks. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The following 
telegram confirming the report of the death 
of Capt. Guy Howard, was received at the 
War Department from Gen, Otis to-day: 

Manila, Oct.. 23.—Capt. Guy Howard, as- 
sistant quartermaster, and quartermaster 
of volunteers, was killed yesterday near 
Arayat, while on a launch on Rio Grande 
River, by concealed insurgents. His clerk, 
a civilian employe, And a native, were 
wounded. A scouting détachment of the 
Thirty-sixth Volunteers encountered insur- 
gents southwest of Santa Rita, scattering 
them, killing six, capturing eight and ten 
rifles. No casualties. Gen. Lawton is 
operating at San Isidro. The forwarding 
of supplies to that point continues, at- 
tended with some difficulty on account of 
lack of transportation which will be sup- 
plied soon. Insurgents of southern Luzon 
attacked Calamba. These were driven off. 
No casualties. *_ 

This morning, Kline, 
Calamba, vigorously attacked 
force concentrating on his frornt, routed 
them from trenches and pursued three 
miles. His casualties, one private killed, 
Lone corporal and three privates wounded. 
Enemy's loss unknown. 

A dispatch from Omaha says: 

‘‘Maj. Howard.was well known in Omaha, 
having been on his father’s staff when the 
latter was stationed here. He was married 
in this city fifteen years ago to Miss Wool- 
worth, and the nuptials were a_ notable 
society function. Mrs. Howard resides 
here with her three children.’’ 

Gen. O. O. Howard, retired, is the 
Major’s father. He is at Burlington, Vt., 
and has been notified of his son’s death.

DESPERATE KANSAS BANDITS RE- 
PEL ATACKS OF OFFICERS. 


TWO KILLED BY THE OUTLAWS. 


Large Posse Formed and Attempt Will 
Be Made To-Day to Arrest the 
Two Men. 


ATCHISON, Kan., Oct. 23.—Armed 
posses are pursuing the two bandits who 
shot and killed John Braun and held up 
Charles Kuchs in his store at Doniphan 
Saturday, and who killed Officer Robert 
Dickerson of Atchison, yesterday. 

The robbers were located near the city. 
Concealed by the bushes they fired on the 
advancing posse, killing Dickerson and seri- 
ously wounding James Hays of Doniphan. 

The bandits were armed with Winches- 
ters and were well fortified. The search- 
ers, who were poorly armed, fell back and 
surrounded them at a safe distance, to 
await a greater number of men and Dbet- 
ter arms. 

When the news of the killing of Officer 
Dickerson reached Atchison, Mayor Donald 
called for volunteers and in a few minutes 
a posse of forty men, armed with Win- 
chesters was on its way to Doniphan ona 
special train over the Burlington. The 
distance is only seven miles. The posse is 
under command of Capt. Greene, of the 
Twenty-second Kansas Voluntéers. 

When the two robbers were in Kuchs’ 
store a colored man saw them cover Kuchs 
with their rifles. He ran to the postoffice 
half a block away and toid of the hold-up. 
John Braun, aged 2, son of Postmaster 
Braun, took a revoiver and went to Kuchs 
assistance. As he entered the front door 
he was shot by the robbers as they were 
escaping into the street. ; 

A young mar named Schaff, who had 
borrowed a shotgun and was on his way 
to Kuchs’ store, ehot at them. The charge 
hit one of the robbers in the face. 

The robbers are surrounded and cannot 
escape. There is no telegraph or telepnone 
communication with Deniphan. 

The body -of Officer Dickerson. was 
brought to Atchison shortly after midnight 
and ‘t is reported that the robbers have es- 
caped from the position they occupied.

‘It is evident that, despite decided British successes in the 
Opening skirniishes of the South African war, the Boers are 


‘giving a good account of themselves. It is the old story of 


traine:!, experienced, thoroughly equipped regulars against 
raw, badly equipped volunteers. But the British war cor- 
respondents and officers, while exalting the suecesses and su- 
periority of the British forces, admit the extraordinary cour- 
age and the good rifle marksmanship of the Boers, The 
Work of Boer sharpshooters was evidenced in the enormous 
‘percentage gr easualties among the British officers in the 
Glencoe fight. 

It must be borne in mind that all the news agencies are 
in control of the British authorities and a strict news con- 
sorship is maintained. British successes in the beginning of 
hostilities are exceedingly cesirable and the British authorities 
are human. The Glencoe charge was superb, but later advices 
show that it was not decfsive and was attended with heavy 
losses. The full story has not yet been told. The’ Boers drove 
back the Britisa forces and are still full of fight. ” 

In aggressive, regular warfare the Dutch farmers are no 
match for British troops. They do not handle artillery ef- 
fectively. But they may prove hard men to conquer in de- 
fensive warfare—as hard as Were the revolutionary forces of 
Washington who survived many defeats and plucked the 
fruits of victory out of the hands of their enemies by dogged 
and harassing resistance. The odds are tremendously against 
the Dutch farmers—not heavier, however, than their ancestors 
in the Netherlands overcame—but the war is not over.

Rumors of a European coalition against Great Britain are 
not to be credited. Doubtless England's enemies on the 
continent are eagerly watching for opportunities for advan- 
tage, but are not likely to intervene in South Africa unless the 
Boers develop unexpected strength. Unquestionably the 
sentiment in opposition to British aggression is strong and 
will strengthen with, the continuance of the war. If President 
Kruger keeps his promise to stagger humanity by the cost of 
the war he may find effective aid. But the oygly hope for 
help now is in American mediation.- We are ih position to 
start the peace ball. President McKinley can offer friendly 
mediation. Jt is his duty to do so, It is a shame that not 
one word for peace should be spoken by a single civilized na- 
tion, and especially by the great Republic whose career hith- 
erto has been glorified by powerful influence in behalf of peace. 
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STATE ELECTIONS 

Elections will be held next month in 12 States. More than 
usual importance attaches to these elections because of the 
profound and widespread interest in National issues, which, 
this year, enter into, and in some States, overshadow local 
questions. 

This is especially noticeable in Ohio, Kentucky and Massa- 
chusetts. State officers are to be chosen in these States, but 
except in Kentucky, where the personality of the Democratic 
gubernatorial candidate seems to be a hot issue, the questions 
of imperialism and the Adminjstration’s colonial policy are 
most in the Lublic mind. In Ohio the President’s friends 
are inaking a desperate fight to save him from rebuke in his 
own home. In Nebraska, where a Supreme Judge is to be 
chosen, Mr. Bryan is making strenuous efforts to secure the 
approval of his State in his campaign against the McKinley 
policies. The result in these two States may be taken as 
indications of public sentiment on National, rather than local, 
affairs. 

State cfficers are to be elected in Maryland and Mississippi. 
The result in Mississippi ts, of course, a foregone conclusion. 
Maryland would be safely Democratic were it not for fac- 
tional fights which endanger the ticket. A State Treasurer 
and tvwe Supreme Court Juages will be elected in Pennsyl- 
vania, where the Republicans. are sure of victory; in 
New York, members of the Assembly and one Congress- 
man, in New Jersey a Legislature and in South Dakota a 
Supreme Judge. In Virginia a Legislature “will be elected, 
which will elect a successor to United States Senator Martin. 
New. York, members of the Assembly and one Congress- 
In Kentucky also a United States Senator is to be chosen by 
the Legislature elected next month. 
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St. Louisans note with joy and renewed hope the reorganiza- 
tion of the Smcke Abatement Association, for the enforce- 
ment of the new smoke abatement ordinance. It is to be 
hoped that the ordinance will stand the test of the courts and 
the test of efficiency. There should be no need for a severe 
enforcement of law in this matter. Smoke abatement is to 
the interest of all St. Louisans and all should work in harmony 
to that end. 


There is no lack of distinruished names upon the petition 
to the President asking the friendly services of the United 
States in mediation between Great Britain and the South 
African republies. An offer of mediation would be a friendly 
act and could not be met with any reasonable objection on 
the part of Great Britain,- But for the Philippine folly, Mr. 
McKinley would undoubtedly act promptly in this matter.

The owner agrees always 
to hold them ready subject to the call of 
the Government. For this they receive $2.50

FORTS TO KILL HERSELF. 


SCARRED WITH CARBOLIC ACID. 


Her Reason for Suicide Given as [IIll- 
Health—Lillie Brown Again En- 
deavors to Die.

Viola Shield, who says her right name is 
Katie Stebbins, is at the City Hospital as 
the result of her fourth attempt to take her 
life. Again she failed, but’she says she 
will yet end her miserable existence, 

The girl is burned with carbolic acid. Her 
arms and shoulders are hopelessly disfig- 
ured. 

She received this injury Sunday night 
while struggling with those who sought-to 
prevent her from killing herself. 

‘he girl left the house where she lived 
Sunday afternoon. When she returned she 
carried a bottie in her hand. Some of the 
women in the house asked her what it was 
and she replied laughing: “OO, it’s just 
something to put me to sleep.’’ After sup- 
per she retired to her room. 

An hour later one of the women was pass- 
ing through the hall. Viola’s door was 
partly open and the womaa saw the girl 
attempting to draw the cork from the bot- 
tle which she had purchased during the 
afternoon, The woman suspected Viola’s 
intention and called several of the other 
women, 

When they entered the room Viola was 
» act of raising the bottle to her lips. 
of the women rushed upon her and 
to grab the botile. In the struggle 
bottle was knocked from the girl’s 

hand and the contents scattered over her 
aims and shoulders. 

She was taken to the City rage where 
her injuries were dressed. Sne succeeded in 
getting a small amount of the acid in-her 
mouth, but not enough to injured her se- 
riously. 

Viola was at the City a he il a month 
ago. At that time she took chloride of 
potassium internally. On two previous oc- 
casions. she tried the morphine route. The 
only reason she gives for her attempts at 
self-destruction is ill-health. 

Lillie Brown was brought to the hospital 
shortiy after Viola arrived. The physicians 
think she, too, tried to commit suicide. L‘z- 
zie was picked up on the street unconscious. 
It required an horu’s hard work to revive 
her. When this was accomplished the doc- 
tors were not sure whether she had taken 
not enough poison or too much whisky. Lil- 
lie acknowledged that she had been drink- 
ing, and that she had also taken opium. 
When first revived she said she wanted to 
die, but she looked at things differently 
Monday morning. Lillie was at the hos- 
pital two months ago. She had attempted 
to end her life by taking an overdose of 
cpium., She says she is a seamstress and 
that she lives at 2312 Olive street.

It closed a sfollows: ‘“We do not in any 
manner vouch for and know nothing as to 
the character, antecedents or reliability of 
the application and assume no responsibility 
beyond transportation to 8t. Louis. We 
commend the applicant to a generous and 
charitable public. We have done our full 
share. We ask that you do yours. 

The woman said her home was formerly at 
Shawneetown, IIll., but that after the death 
of her husband she went to Texas to live 
with one of her sons, whose wife had died. 
Her son died a few months ago. She had re- 
latives and friends in Shawneetown who 
would help her if she was there, but they 
could give her no assistance toward getting 
there with the children. 

Her son had left an old wagon and a team 
of broken-down horses. She put the child- 
ren in the wagon and started for Shawnee- 
town. When they reached Joplin the horses 
could not pull the outfit any further. The 
woman succeeded in selling the horses and 
wagon and everything else she had for 
$15. She told Sergeant McGrew that the 
Humane Society had spent $14 of this to 
keep her and the children two days and 
buy their transportation to St. uls. 

Sergeant McGrew fixed the woman and 
children up with tickets to Shawneetown 
and then took his pen in hand and wrote 
the following at the bottom of the letter 
given the woman by Mr. Lyon. 

Above mentioned woman, Martha Morgan, in- 
forms me that she sold her outfit in your city for 
$15 and you used $14 of it for subsistence and 
transportation and she has landed here penniless 
with her four grandchildren.

The golden jubilee and dedication of Holy 
Trinity Church on Sunday morning was 
@ very imposing and beautiful affair. 

The new church, after several years of 
building, has been completed:and is one 
of the largest ang handsomest in Interior 
fiecoration in the city. The members of the 


parish had made elaborate preparations for 

the day’s ceremony, which commenced at 

9 o'clock, with a parade, in which the many 

societies of the parish took part. Many 

Duildings along the line of march were 

profusely decorated with the papal colors, 

nd the fine arch on Salisbury was admired 

y all citizens of the North Side. 

Archbishop Kain then blessed and dedi- 
eated the church, after which he celebrated 
solemn pontifical high mess. He was as- 

sisted by Rt Rev. Mer. Muehisiepen, V. 
G., as presbyter assistant; Rev. T. Ku&s- 
Man of Boonville, Mo., and Rev. T. Stem- 
ker of Kirkwood as deacons of honor; Rev. 
J. Henrres of Salisbury as deacon of the 
mass: Rev. J. Ernest of Hannibal as sub- 
deacon, and Rev. Martin S. Brennan as mas- 
ter of ceremonies. Many prominent priests 
from the city and abroad were present. 
The sermon was delivered by Rev. F. Gol- 
ler, rector of SS. Peter and Paul's Church, 
who sung his first mass in old Trinity 
Church in 1855. 

The admittance to the church was by 
ecard, and the large auditorium was crowd- 
ed. The church was elaborately decorated 
for the octasion, a row of palms entirely 

, encircling ‘the chancel. The altars were 
profusely covered with flowers, and these 
altars are probably the most beautiful in 
the city. The main altar was decorated in 
ferns and roses, and the two angels guard- 
ing the Blessed Sacrament, whose faces 
seemed to reflect the joy of the multitude 
present.

It is unusual, in the Century, to hear 
lines and «aituations hissed or applauded, 
regardless of whether they are interpreted 
in a good or bad fashion. Yet in that one 
may read more about ‘“Zorah,”’ which 
opened there Sunday night, than in a col- 
umn of detailed description. 

“Zorah”’ was written by Edwin Arden, 
a St. Louis man, and in it he plays the 
character assigned to the leading man. It 
is a sort of combination of “‘Siberia,’’ ‘“The 
Sign of the Cross,’’ ‘““Michael Strogoff’’ and 
all Russian-Jewish plays, with persecution 
as a theme. It has some thrilling, telling 
situations and climaxes, but they are not 
convincing. It could be knifed and thereby 
improved. The characters are not wholly 
consistent, and the action of the play drags 
at times, and at others is too rapid tc be 
followed. But there were cheers from aii 
floors whenever virtue triumphed, as it 
did frequently; there were tears when Zo- 
rah’s gentle heart was wrung with suffer- 
ing, and there were deep and angry hisses 
whenever the villainous Governor_of the 
province of Moscow strolled on th® stage 
and stroked his whitening beard. And 
there were sundry times when advice was 
freely given from the audience to the act- 
ors, and a suspicion prevailed that all of 
it did not come from the roof garden, 
either. 

The settings of this play are barbaric in 
their splendor. The costumes are correct 
and elegant. The atmosphere, it is pre- 
sumed, is Russian. It is a pity that every 
actor in melodrama has to speak his lines 
—shout would be better—in that peculiar 
way that at once stamps him as an in- 
mate of those ranks. Lovemaking, after 
the first act, was carried on in auctioneer 
tones. and orders were given and instruc- 
tions acknowledged in keys that would 
have made a Third District police Neuten- 
ant envious. 

Do not think this play has no merit. On 
the contrary, it has some decided elements 
of strength, and some good acting is done 
in it. The old Governor is about the best. 
Arden is not quite up to his own high 
standard. Rebecca Warren as Zorah is 
convincing and sweet under affliction, and 
Helen Keating as Smith’s niece is beauti- 
ful. The Americanism of Smith and 
Slaughter, who make good doubles of P. 
D. Armour and his secretary, is not good, 

Mr. Arden has the basis for a good mel- 
odrama of the routine sort. He could do 
more with his materials, and he doubtless 
will, in time.
